The Emperor Will Not Visit 
Any French Warship. 


Czar’s:Representative Very Pleas- 
ing to German Ruler. 


Berlin, June 3.—The semi-official denial 
here of the statement which originated in 
Paris that the Kaiser intended to. go on 
board the French war ship Hoche while at 
Kiel, ought to be sufficient to quiet the 
furore over the suggestion of the German 
imperial flag being hoisted over the French 
war ship. If it has ever been the intention 
of the Emperor to visit the foreign vessels 
while at Kiel, which is not at all probable, 
that-idea has been abandoned, and it may be 
safely asserted that he will not go on board 
any of them. 

The Grand Duke Alexis, whose presence at 
the: fetes as the representative of the Czar 
is especially gratifying to the Kaiser, will 
be the bearer of an autograph letter of 
congratulation from Nicholas IIL, and will 
be received by the Emperor in special audi- 
ence upon his arrival at Kiel. The fact that 
the Grand Duke comes to Kiel by rail, in- 
stead of arriving there on board a Russian 
war ship, he being the Premier Admiral. and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Russian navy, 
has been attributed to an agreement between 
France: and Russia in regard tothe size 
and number of the vessels which those 
Powers will contribute to the naval dis- 
play upon the occasion, though it cannot. be 
ascertained from any official or’ reliable 
source that such an agreement exists. The 
arrival of the Grand Duke Alexis on board 
his flagship, it is assumed, would ‘imply 
the presence of a large Russian fleet, where- 
as his arrival by rail, merely as. the repre- 
sentative of the Czar and not in his ca- 
pacity as Grand Admiral of the Russian 
fleet, would not necessitate any great naval 
display on the part of Russia. The view 
taken here is that the Czar sends Alexis 
to Kiel merely to mark his personal friend- 
ship for the Kaiser. 

The Neueste Nachrichten, a Bismarckian 
organ, declares that the Grand Duke Alexis 
was designated to be present at the Kiel 
festivities for the reason that representative 
members of the royal houses of: England, 
Austria and Italy will be in attendance. The 
Duke of York is expected to arrive at Ham- 
burg. on June 15. on board the royal yacht 
Osborne. He will be personally received. by 
the Emperor. King Oscar of Sweden anid

From Goodland, Kan., comes a statement 
that ‘the entire country is under water, and 
ss ata of every description is stopped by the 
storm. 

Akron, Col., reports the prairie with two 
feet of water on the surface as far as the 
eye can see. This:is the rain belt, where 
the farmers have not raised crops for three 
years, owing to the drought. <A hail storm 
followed the rain in Colorado, sweeping off 
the first cut of alfalfa,.and also destroying 
the berry crop, which had just ripened and 
was ready for the market. Peach growers 
have their first cold spell to contend with 
this year, and as a fall of two feet of snow 
is reported from Grand Junction, the loss 
will be severe. 


CROPS. DESTROYED. 


Galveston, ‘Texas, June 3.—News has been 
received of,a severe hail storm at Paint 
Rock, Church county. The ‘stones were 


unusually’ large. Many sheep were killed 
and crops were destroyed. 


GREATEST RAINFALL IN YEARS, 
Denison, Texas,’ June 3:-A terrific rain- 
storm prevailed in this section and the In- 
dian Territory Friday.

MORMON DUPLICITY. 


Evidence That the Mormons Are De- 
termined ‘Not to Relinguish the 
Practice of Polygamy.

Minneapolis, June 3.—A story that comes 
frém Unita county, Wyoming, indicates 
that the Mormons do not intend to give up 
practical polygamy without a _ struggle, 
even though they have surrendered it theo- 
retically.

A MYSTERIOUS PACKACE. 


“Sarnh Halloway Dodge” Is the Name 
Attached to a Most Puzzling Affair. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Journal.) 
Concord, N. H., June 3.—A small, square, 
mysterious package was today received by 
mail at the First National Bank in this 
city, where the Treasurer of the county of 
Merrimack has his office. It was directed 
to County Treasurer, Concord, N. H. The 


postmark showed that it came from Illinois, 
but the name of the Post Office was illegible 
Upon the box, which was carefully wrapped 
in white tissue paper, lay a:slip of paper 
covered with writing on both sides, the 
larger portion of the inscription being 
scriptural selections,: with explanations, and 
closing with these words: ‘‘You are adjured 
to call as many people &s possible to the 
opening of this box.” 

In accordance with directions, the Cashier 
summoned the Assistant City Marshal and 
several municipal and State officials. Upon 
opefiing, the box was.found to contain a 
heterogenous collection of matter with con- 
siderable manuscript, all written in golden 
ink, and in a labored hand, evidently un- 
accustomed to the pen. There was a 
withered rose tied with white ribbon, and 
beneath it was a small, white sliken*®box, 
and at the bottom of the latter, a fragment 
of flaxen cloth. 

There was a long rambling communication 
wrapped about a delicately wrought’ tiny 
cushion, in which the writer traced her an- 
ecestry back to an old Colonial family of 
Connecticut, referred to her mother’s death 
four years ago, and informed the County 
Treasurer that ‘‘'God hath set you for a 
sign’ and you shall be spoken’ against, but 
there shall not a hair of your head fail, for 
He will sustain you.’’ 

It was signed “Sarah Halloway Dodge.” 
The police are endeavoring to unravel the 
sensation, and believe that the whole affair 
was the work of a crank or an insane per- 
son,

WITH ARSON. 


Six Witnesses for the State Examined in 
the West Lebanon Case. 

‘Alfred, Me., June 3.—Six witnesses for the 
State were examined today in the trial of 
the West Lebanon arson case. Selectman 
Horace Horn, Nathaniel J. Kenney and 
John 8. P. Jones, testified that a month be- 
fore the burning of the town.buildings, Dr. 
Wm. W. Webber had presented several bills, 
and on the board’s refusal to allow three of 
them, he was angry; and. threatened to get 
even with the town. 

A few days after the fire Dr. Webber 
produced a handkerchief and empty paint 
jcan which he claimed to have found near 
the ruins. These were first regarded as im- 
portant clues, but after a detective had

ONE DEAD, TWO DYING. 


Fatal Shooting Affray During a Trial 
in a Texas Court Room. 

Houston, Texas, June 3.—During a trial in 
a Justice Court at ‘Snyder Springs, Van 
Zandt county. on Saturday, the principals 
in the case engaged in a duel with pistols. 
One man was killed, two fatally wounded, 
and another dangerously hurt. The trouble 
grew out of a suit of Bert Garland v. Dick- 
son. Dickson and four sons, Chapman and 
Dean, witnesses, engaged in the fight. 
Dickson was killed, one of his sons badly 
wounded, and Chapman and Dean are now 


dying from their injuries. The other three 
sons of Dickson escaped and are being pur- 
sued ‘by officers to prevent further trouble. 
The whole country. is aroused and further 
trouble is expected when the three Dicksons 
are captured. 


FAILED TO RECONSIDER. 


President Butler Could Not Carry the 
Ferry Bill Through Senate. 

The Senate refused to reconsider the re- 
jection of a bill to compel the Old Colony 
Railroad to maintain a ferry across the 
Acushnet River between Fairhaven and New 
Bedford. 

President Butler took the floor and moved 
reconsideration when the Senate met, and 
insisted that the corporation should be 


made to obey the laws of the Common- 
wealth, and give the people that which they 
needed so much and the General Court had 
ordered. 

Mr. Atwood of Plymouth, opposing -re- 
consideration, did not think it just to 
impose on the railroad any new obligations 
or to pass new legislation while the matter 
is before the Supreme Court. To this Presi- 
dent Butler replied that no new obligation 
was imposed by the bill, the reconsidera- 
tion of which he sought, which was not 
imposed by the law of 1894. He then asked 
Mr. Atwood if he would give any assur- 
ance that if the decision of the Supreme 
Judicial Court is against the railroad the 
latter will not take an appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. “I cannot answer 
that question,’’ replied Mr. Atwood, ‘‘but 
I know what I would do. If I thought I 
was right I would go to the United States 
Supreme Court.” 

The President resented an insinuation of 
Mr. Atwood that the petition for legisla- 
tion was not honest. ‘‘Whatever else. my 
people may be,’’ he said, ‘‘they are honest 
and sincere in this matter.”
